number of pounds of everything that my wife and 
myself eat, wear, or otherwise use in a year, and I 
take the present freight rates on these things from 
New York, Chicago, New Orleans, Kansas City and 
Ft. Worth, and find that the total freight paid by me 
in one year amounts to approximately $11.04, and 
an incre of 5 per cent would mean only an addi- 
tional expense of 55 cents a year—an amount so 
small as not to affect me in the least if I paid it 

This is a very small premium to pay to insure me 
in income of several thousand dollars a year and 
prosperity, for there would be a difference of several
